OW POWERFUL words are. They can be a power

Kind words have a 
reflex influence, like mercy—they are twice blessed. They 
bless him who gives and him who takes.

Joshua 23:8 
“But cleave unto the Lord your God, as ye have done 
unto this day.” 


OSHUA WAS OLD and stricken in years. The time 

for his departure is at hand. Joshua is handing the 

torch of the Lord to his successors. How his heart 
must have beat within him as he pleaded with them to 
hold that torch high. When Moses died, Joshua took his 
place. Now that Joshua was about to go the way of all 
men, he turns over the great work of God to a younger 
generation. Youth is the springtime of life and is the time 
when men need to surrender to God. Their lives are 
pliable, and they can learn to adjust themselves to spir- 
itual things. Youth has every advantage to come to the 
Lord and live a long life of rich blessings to others. Let 
the young people remember that old men and women 
who have kept the faith and finished their course are 
passing on their way, one by one. It is up to the youth 
to step in and fill up the ranks. 

The old always look back to the days of their youth. 
They become retrospective. As Joshua turned his face 
into the past, he said, “Not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lord your God spake concern- 
ing you; all are come to pass unto you.” Then, as he 
further reviewed his life, he could truthfully say, “I have 
obeyed the voice of the Lord. I have kept his law. There 
is laid up for me a reward which the Lord will give to me 
when I depart this life.” Even though Joshua’s youth 
had flown, he had a glorious sunset to which to look 
forward. 

The time comes, sooner or later, when we all must lay 
down the yoke which we have been wearing for God. We 
cannot always serve, no matter how faithful we have 
been. Joshua had been a valiant leader and faithful in 
all things. Now, at the end of his days, he calls the elders 
and leaders of Israel together for a general assembly. 
He longed to advise and instruct these leaders to con- 
tinue in serving God. Joshua addressed these men that 
they might communicate what he said to those under 
them in their respective countries, and so this charge 
might be dispersed throughout the whole nation. He is 
old and experienced in the service for God. His discourse 
was to engage the people to persevere in the true faith 
and worship of the God of Israel. 


OSHUA CALLS upon the people to keep the 
law of God, to do all that is written in the book of Moses; 
not to turn aside to the right or to the left. They were to 
be courageous, to take heed lest they neglect the most 
important thing. God had chosen their way, and they 
must be resolved to walk in that way. Joshua exhorts 
them to be cautious lest they be tempted to idolatry. 
They must not acquaint themselves with idolaters, nor 
come among them to be present in any of their feasts, 
lest they become infected. They must not show the 
least respect to an idol, for they were filthy, detestable 
things. Instead of looking to idols, Joshua said, “Cleave 
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unto the Lord.” God had fought their battles. Israel 
did not have the skill to conquer the Canaanites. Their 
part was that of obedience to orders and a march of 
faith. It is true that some of the Canaanites still re- 
mained, but God would expel these enemies out of the 
land to the last man, if Israel would pursue their ad- 
vantages and carry on the war against them with rigor. 
“And the Lord your God, he shall expel them from before 
you and drive them from out of your sight, and you shall 
possess their land, as the Lord your God hath promised 
you,” Joshua 23:5. 

Our God is a jealous God. He is jealous in the sense 
of a sacred, hallowed longing to possess the whole heart, 
the whole affections of His people. If we make ourselves 
graven images, we corrupt ourselves. We wander away 
from God. Our Lord wants us to be strong in righteous- 
ness. We must put off the old man with his deeds of 
wrath, malice, etc., and put on the new man which is 
created after God in righteousness and true holiness. 
Our victory will mean eternal rewards. Young people, 
remember the devil only shows the glitter of the present. 
But the end of sin is an eternal punishment. Jesus ex- 
horts us to strive to enter into heaven. We must fight 
in the battle of life, but it will be worth enduring when 
we come to the end. 

God’s Word is forever settled in heaven. He never fails. 
Jesus said, “Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my 
words shall not pass away.” Every jot and tittle will be 
fulfilled. The Word of God serves as our guide map to 
heaven. The narrow way is described, and the road to 
heaven is revealed. There may be many bypaths to at- 
tract the attention as we travel life’s journey, but there 
is only one route that is safe to travel. Let us ever keep 
in mind that we must follow our Guide, if we want to be 
safe. The world is in a dark condition spiritually, but we 
are children of light if we have been born again. The 
statues of the Lord are illuminating; they will give light 
to the heavenly citizen. 


MANY TIMES the earthly pilgrimage is one 
of trial and disappointment. Dark clouds appear on the 
horizon. We must obey God’s commands, even if they 
lead through dark paths, for we are told that obedience 
is better than sacrifice. It doesn’t mean you are out of 
the will of God simply because you may be going through 
a dark place. God may be trying to strengthen you for 
an even greater trial. We are living in God’s great school 
of experience, and as long as we obey Him we are as- 
sured of victory. When our path is strewn with stones 
and they tend to cut our feet, remember Jesus has been 
this way before. When darkness gathers around us, re- 
member it was a denser gloom that surrounded Jesus 
when He went to the cross. If your cross is heavy, re- 
member Jesus’ cross was heavier still. He will never leave 
us if we trust in Him. Young people, look to Jesus; He 
will sustain you in the hour of trial. Older ones, lift up 
the youth by your testimony. The only way that faith is

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Am Made All Things to All Men 


TEXT: “To the weak became I as weak, that I might 
gain the weak: I am made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some,” 1 Corinthians 9:22. 


statement? The true meaning of this statement 

is “I have become A SERVANT OR A SLAVE 
UNTO ALL MEN.” Indeed, this is a far-reaching and 
far-meaning statement. It is a very powerful statement. 
No one could possibly make a more far-reaching and 
powerful statement than this one. 

The apostle answered this question himself, by saying, 
“I am made all things to all men, THAT I MIGHT BY 
ALL MEANS SAVE SOME.” In the nineteenth verse of 
the same chapter he said, “I MADE MYSELF SERVANT 
UNTO ALL, THAT I MIGHT GAIN THE MORE.” No 
doubt, many have wondered, while reading and studying 
the life of Saint Paul, how he alone and single-handed 
changed the course of the then known world. Many, 
many thousands were saved and brought into the king- 
dom of God and the knowledge of Jesus Christ through 
his personal ministry. We are prone to say, “HOW DID 
HE DO IT?” And again this question is fully answered 
in the outstanding declaration he made concerning his 
dedication to and for the service of the lost. “I HAVE 
MADE MYSELF A SERVANT ‘UNTO ALL MEN.” To the 
Jew he became a Jew to win them. To those under the 
law he became obedient to the same and to the custom 
thereof in order to win those that were under the law. 
To those without the law he became as one without a law 
(being not without law to God but under the law to 
Christ). We talk about real humility, but to the writer 
this is humility to the fullest extent that one would 
change his conditions or customs in order to fit into 
these different experiences in order to save other men 
from eternal ruin. By so doing he altered their course 
from that of destruction into the kingdom of God. 

One of the most powerful things in the world is TRA- 
DITION. This fact is made known by Stephen while being 
stoned to death. Acts 7:51, “Ye stiffnecked and uncir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye.” This is still true 
today with many. They will say, “Because our parents 
or ancestors did not have this experience, we do not care 
for it.” Therefore, they are not willing to walk in the 
true light of holiness WITHOUT WHICH NO MAN SHALL 
SEE THE LORD. Hebrews 12:14, “Follow peace with all 
men, and holiness, without which no man shall see the 
Lord.” 

Neither will they receive the glorious experience of 
Pentecost, because of the tradition of their fathers. In 
other words, to be able to save the more, we must of 
necessity be willing to break away from some of the well- 
known practiced customs of many generations. By that I 
mean the minister must be willing to depart from the 
narrow path that ministers have beaten down which 
leads from the study to the pulpit. Ministers have worn 
high collars, long coats, toothpick-toed shoes, etc., and 
walked the one little path from the study to the pulpit 
and did not turn aside to help anyone by the wayside. If 


WU SHOULD the apostle Paul make such a 
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the minister of today hopes to save or influence people, 
he must of necessity have humility like Paul of old. We 
must be willing to depart, if needs be, from the little 
tiny path that leads from the pastor’s study to the pul- 
pit, AND BECOME ALL THINGS TO ALL MEN. In order 
to reach the unreached, yes, if necessary, let’s ungarb 
ourselves of the ministerial outward robe AND BE MIN- 
ISTERS IN REALITY. Go out into the streets and lanes 
of the cities. Go out into the highways and the hedges 
and compel them to come in to fill God’s house. This is 
exactly what our Lord has said in Luke 14:21, 22, “So 
that servant came, and shewed his lord these things. 
Then the master of the house being angry said to his 
servant, GO OUT QUICKLY INTO THE STREETS AND 
LANES OF THE CITY, and bring in hither the poor, and 
the maimed, and the halt, and the blind. And the serv- 
ant said, Lord, it is done as thou hast commanded, and 
yet there is room.” We are supposed to take the good 
news to every creature in all the wide world, wherever 
they are, in the MILLS, FACTORIES, JAILS, PENITEN- 
TIARIES, HOSPITALS, ETC. WE ARE NOT TO WAIT 
FOR THEM TO COME TO US, BUT RATHER WE ARE 
TO GO TO THEM. 

Let the minister go down to the garage to the me- 
chanic in his greasy overalls and TALK TO HIM ABOUT 
HIS NEVER-DYING SOUL. Let him know that you care 
for him. Go into the mills where the people are working. 
Visit each shift: the first shift, second shift, graveyard 
shift, or the third. When a minister of the gospel goes 
to a man or a woman at their job about four or five 
o’clock in the morning, and speaks (giving them his 
card with some striking thought) to him or her about 


their souls, you will make an UNREMOVABLE IMPRES- .- 


SION ON THEM. I know, for I have tried this. THIS WILL 
REALLY BRING RESULTS. By doing this, the minister 
can fill God’s house. Or otherwise, he can beat the little 
path that leads from his study to the pulpit, and preach 
to the same little handful each Sunday morning and 
Sunday evening, and, have staring in his face all the time, 
empty pews. Nothing can be more haunting than empty 
pews in a church house. The important question is, are 
we, as ministers, willing to become all things to all men 
in order to win some? Paul of old was willing to do so. 
Our Lord commanded us to go wherever in all the world 
we may find a creature and teach him all things what- 
soever He (Lord) hath said.

India Gives Great 
Mission Offering

HE ANNUAL CONVENTION of the Church of God 

in India was conducted from January 17-24 at 

our convention grounds at Kumbanadu, Travan- 
core. Your missionaries, Brother and Sister Pospisil, and 
Sister Dora P. Myers, as well as all of our good people 
in India, are greatly thankful to the Missions Board, 
as well as to you good people in the homeland, for mak- 
ing it possible for us to have our Brother Horton, Field 
Representative of the Missions Board, with us for this 
convention. Brother Horton came to us two weeks be- 
fore the convention, and he was able to see some of In- 
dia, visiting some of our churches and week-end con- 
ventions. 

The speakers at our convention were the following: 
Rev. Wade H. Horton; Pastor L. Livesey, British Assem- 
blies of God pagent y: Brother M. Benjamin, district 
pastor from the Tamil field; Brother A. R. T. Athisayam, 
one of our Bible School teachers; Brother T. M. Varu- 
ghese, field secretary; and William Pospisil, your mis- 
sionary. The business of the convention was taken care 
of in an orderly manner. Special emphasis was laid upon 
the need of strengthening our Sunday School and youth 
work. Brother P. C. Chacko was elected as the youth 
director. He is being graduated from our Bible School 
this term and will go out on the field to help our young 
people. 

The convention gained momentum as it progressed. 
The attendance grew daily, and the presence of the 
Lord became more noticeable. The ministry of our 
Brother Horton was especially appreciated. Brother Live- 
sey was also greatly used of the Lord. There were times 
of rejoicing when God spoke to us through messages in 
tongues and interpretations and through prophecy. At 
least 40 sought the Lord for salvation, and 24 were bap- 
tized in water the last day of the convention. Many sick 
were prayed for and several testified to their complete 
healing. Praise the Lord! 

The climax of the convention came in the last serv- 
ice. Although we had taken a mission offering of nearly 
two hundred rupees on Friday night, Brother Horton felt 
impressed to speak of the need of spreading the gospel 
all over India. He, therefore, preached a wonderful mes- 
sage, making a special mission appeal on Sunday for 
cash and pledges to be made to help send our young peo- 
ple to other parts of India. The people responded real 
well, until cash and pledges amounted to one thousand 
ruvees (about $200). This is a very fine offering, consid- 
ering the wage scale and poverty of India. 

Pray for us and for the work in India. JESUS IS COM- 
ING SOON, AND THE DOORS TO MISSIONARIES MAY

Atlantic

LEAVING THE BUSY city of Nassau for the 
outer island of Grand Bahamas, and having plenty of 
time to think of the goodness of God, we can say swith 
the Psalmist, “Taste and see that the Lord is good. 

Our work in the Bahamas has been blessed by the 
ee of God. God has i a us to face | dark 

ours and problems. We have traveled hundreds of miles 
to the churches located on small cays and other islands 
out in the Atlantic. As Paul said, “We have been in jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
weariness and pain, in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and nakedness, and be- 
sides these things that are without, that which cometh 
upon me daily; the care of all the churches.” However, 
we do it with joy, being counted worthy to be a watch- 
man of the Church of God in the Bahamas. 

It would bring great joy to me to have some of our 
brethren from the States travel to the various places 
and see the earnest and sincere way in which the people 
worship God. God has certainly raised = a people here 
in these remote places to stand for the Word of God and 
the Church. It is, indeed, grievous to see how tactfully 
the devil has tried to destroy our work of — and hard 
years of labor. Many of our preachers are being enticed 
with money and material things of life to leave the 
Church and follow some other way, but they are staunch 
in the faith, and say, as Paul, “I am persuaded that none 
of these things shall separate me from the love of God.” 


I should like to tell you of a little experience I had after 
the hurricane went through the Island. We learned of 
the destruction of our property and people in Cat Island, 
and immediately planned a trip there to visit and en- 
courage the people. The Anglican priest loaned us a jeep, 
and Brother Dean, the leader of the Arthur’s Town 
Church, and I began the thirty-mile journey. Now thirty 
miles would mean nothing to us in the States, but the 
narrow, crooked roads made it really rough. The jeep was 
apparently in good running order; however, we hadn’t 
gone very far before it stopped. We pushed and pushed, 
upgrade and downgrade, trying to get gas to the car- 
buretor, but all to no avail. We took the air hose from the 
windshield to replace the old gas line, and.that worked 
for a while, but soon we again stopped. The good leader, 
Brother Dean, seemed to worry about the bishop; how- 
ever, I believed it my duty to stick to the jeep. If I perish, 
I perish. Tired, hungry, weary, and trying to make it for 
an appointment! WE NEVER MADE IT. Finally, we had 
to abandon the jeep and start walking. My face, neck, 
and hands were literally covered with welts from mos- 
= bites. Only God knows the suffering we went 
through; however, we do thank God that our lives were 
spared and we could continue our missionary trip. 

Right now I am at the Eight-Mile Rock, with a little 
group of people who love God and the Church. We were 
made glad by the sweet presence of the Lord. We are also 
glad for the coming of Sister Margaret Hillman, of Han- 
over, Pennsylvania. God has blessed her in the work at 
Green Turtle Cay. When our Missions Secretary, Brother 
Paul Walker, sees the name “Green Turtle Cay,” he will 
be reminded of some very pleasant events that occurred 
to him while visiting there some years ago. 

We called our ministers in to our headquarters church 
for a week of school before our annual convention. 
Brother Stoppe, our West Indies superintendent, was 
with us and rendered much valuable assistance in this 
school. In my opinion, the school will long be remembered 
by those who were able to attend. 

Our convention was the crowning day. The saints cam 
from the outer islands to oo feasting time of the 
year. Oh my, how they did , pray, and shout, and 
many of our nationals preached! Their messages were 
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so wonderful and on pen By the many that attended. 
Brother rie seemed to at his best, and the ple 
marvelled at the way he was used of God. The Sto 
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Our Rock Sound, Eleuthera, convention was also a 
great success. We gathered together for a three-day con- 
vention, and the pastor, E. A. Sands, said it was the first 
time the new church had been filled since it was erected. 
A little experience out under the kanap tree will long be 
remembered. Very casually we walked by this corner and 
found several men who were not in the fields. From the 
redness of their eyes we could see that they were sober- 
ing up from the day before. God gave us favor for about 
one hour as we talked to them about Christ. This re- 
minds me of the ministry of our Lord as He taught them 
out on the hillsides and in the most improvised places. 
God grant that we shall soon see these drunkards be- 
come deacons for the Master. 

A glorious convention convened at Copperstown, Alcoa, 
and we had an overflow crowd for every service. There is 
only one church in this little settlement, and that is the 
Church of God. Several were saved, and thirteen followed 
the Lord in water baptism. The time soon passed, and we 
were in a small boat headed for home. Our time was 
limited to only a few hours at home, and then again to 
oe for a very pretty wedding at.the early hour of 

:00 a.m. 3 

We spent one night with the family in Nassau, and 
early the next mesning we began our ate py A Long 
Island. We sailed the high seas for two and a half days, 
arriving about 9:30 the second = The saints were 
already in a district convention, with a real joy among 
them. God certainly blessed His people, and we hope to 
hear more about them in the future. It is to be remem- 
bered that this island is far from being modern; there 
are no electric lights, no pianos, etc. However, a fine 
group of young men do play guitars, a tambourine, and 
a couple of buckets with a goat skin stretched over the 
= make a joyful noise unto the Lord. The mutton, 
fish, rice, and peas made a good menu for the conven- 
tion. In a few hours we shall be going aboard a small 
sailboat to go on to the Exuma convention. 

The trip across from Long Island to Exuma was a very 
pleasant one; however, it was a little longer than we had 
expected. It was very calm, and without a breeze our 
motorless boat did not make much time; the trip lasted 
about ten hours. Our convention was well attended, and, 
in view of the fact that the entire settlement was pre- 
paring for the Coronation, we had a fine time in the 
Lord. The Anglican Church leader and his people as- 
sisted greatly in this convention. 

We were disappointed again on our trip back to Nassau. 
The motor vessel “Captain Roberts” has broken down, 
and we are about one hundred and ninety miles from 
home. I understand that another vessel arrive later. 
... Well, at last we are rolling into the harbor at Nassau 
for a few hours, and then all aboard, headed for the con- 
vention at North Eleuthiea. This convention was 
really wonderful, and we climaxed it with the beautiful 
dedicatory service of the Steve Vincent Memorial church. 

May God bless the readers of this article and inspire 
you to a deeper concern for the missions cause. 





Barbados Convention 


Very Wonderful

Reverend L. C. Heaston, of Greenville, S. C., who did 
his utmost in the convention at Barbados, writes the 
Executive Missions Secretary as follows: 


T IS, INDEED, beyond words for me to describe 
the manifestation of the divine power of God that 
was demonstrated in our midst at the Barbados 
meeting. Brother Stoppe and I arrived there on Sunda 
evening about 7:30, and we both preached that night. 
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Then on Monday morning we began our daily schedule 
for that week with three services a day: 6:00 a.m., 12 
noon, and 7:00 p.m. The morning services were held at 
the Estein church, the noon services at the Bank Hall 
church, and the evening services in the new building of 
the River Road church. At each service from the early 
morning service on, the buildings were packed. Many 
roneive the baptism with the Holy Ghost in these day 
services. 

At the night services in the River Road church, which 
seats about 1,200, the epee was filled night after night. 
After the first few nights, I counted better than 400 
standing around the walls and in the doors. I preached 
each morning and each evening. Brother Stoppe preached 
each day at noon. Better than 250 came forward for 
salvation in these services. On Sunday morning I 
preached for an hour and forty-five minutes on “The 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost,” after which better than 300 
came forward to receive the Holy Ghost. Twenty-four 
received the Holy Ghost in that one service. 

Many were healed of all manner of sicknesses and dis- 
eases during these special services. Numbers of people 
were healed while sitting in the congregation, through 
their own faith, as we ministered unto them. Stiff joints 
and paralytics were instantly healed. One night a wom- 
an in the back of the church was healed instantly of total 
blindness while I was preaching. Another woman who 
had not walked in ten years was instantly healed. I be- 
lieve I can say that during the Barbados meeting I wit- 
nessed the greatest moving of the real, genuine power of 
God that I have ever seen demonstrated. 


WENT TO ST. KITTS 


Brother Stoppe left Barbados on Sunday, the 17th, 
and went to St. Kitts. I left on the 21st for St. Kitts, 
where services had been arranged for me by Brother 
Stoppe before he went on to the Virgin Islands on the 
same plane in which I arrived at St. Kitts. I had a serv- 
ice that night in St. Kitts, and the following night they 
had a series of services arranged for me in four of our 
five churches there. I left about 5:30 p.m. from one of 
the churches with a truck load of people, and we visited 
four churches that night. Each place had a crowd of 
people waiting for us to come and preach to them. By 
the time we got around to ——— at our last place 
that night, at 11:30, there were four truck loads of peo- 
ple following us. In this series of services, the Lord gave 
us 73 who came forward for salvation. It was, indeed, 
the busiest night I have ever experienced during the 
fifteen years of my ministry. 


JOINED STOPPE IN THE VIRGIN ISLANDS 


I left St. Kitts on Saturday to join Brother Stoppe in 
the Virgin Islands. I preached there on Saturday night 
and Sunday morning. The Lord blessed here as He did 
in other places. I flew back to San Juan for service Sun- 
day night with Brother Collazo. On Monday morning I 
went to Haiti where I was met by Brother Beaty and 
Brother Heil. We visited several of our churches there. 
I also went to Jamaica, where Brother Brummett had a 
service arranged for me on Wednesday night. Then 
Thursday I went to Havana, Cuba, where Brother Molina 
had a service arranged for me. I conducted 35 services 
while in the British West Indies, in which better than 
350 souls came forward for salvation. For this we give 
praise unto the Lord. 

OUR WORK IN CUBA 

I should like to pass on to you a little information that 
I think you might be interested in concerning our work 
in Cuba. I was greatly impressed with the humble spirit 
of Brother and Sister Molina, our missionaries there. 
They certainly are burdened for that country, and are 
doing their best with what they have to do with. They 
are having services in a part of the house in which thev 
live. They have taken a partition out between two little 
rooms, and in this place they have their services. living 
in the other two little rooms. I had a service with them 
there, and 40 people packed into that little place. Others 
were on the outside and could not get in. Two received 
the Holy Ghost that night. The next day Brother Molina 
took me around Havana, and showed me the other small 
places where they are holding services. There is a great 
opportunity in Cuba; the need there has impressed me 
more than any other place.

Matthew 27:24-44 


of the place called Calvary, in Jerusalem, in prayer- 

ful meditation of the world’s most outstanding 
event, it seemed one could almost hear the words of Him 
who loved us so, saying, “It is finished,” as they echoed 
down through the years. Yes, they still ring out to this 
sinful world for which Christ finished His great plan of 
redemption. 

Speaking of something ringing out, one is reminded of 
an echo. No doubt, you can remember the time in years 
past how you would listen to your voice echoing or sound- 
ing back to you from the valley or from the cliff. 

Now the proper echoes are fine, and certainly we like 
to thrill at the great things that ring out from Calvary’s 
brow. 

There stood some around that most memorable place 
witnessing the Just dying for the unjust who were not 
in the least touched by such a great event. They were 
filled with the spirit of the enemy, who through them 
was trying to belittle this great sacrifice for the sinful 
world. 

According to one definition of an echo, this same spirit 
rests in the hearts of some today (Definition: Any rep- 
etition, as of the style, sentiments, etc., of another per- 
son; also, one who imitates or repeats another’s words, 
ideas, or acts.) Now viewing from this definition, let us 
examine some of those who witnessed His trial and death. 


ECHO 1 

Hear this howling mob, as Pilate is desirous to release 
Jesus, crying not for the blessed Saviour, but instead for 
Barabbas, a notorious sinner. Can’t you see this same 
spirit as it lives in the hearts of men today? It is very 
easy to see people who, by their actions, are crying for 
sin and the sinner, laboring for the things that perish. 
Very few today are crying for Jesus, but many are cry- 
ing, “Give me more and new sins.” 


ECHO 2 

Then see Jesus, after being scourged, as He is delivered 
to be crucified. Watch the whole band of soldiers (from 
five to thirteen hundred) as they take Him to the com- 
mon hall. The mad multitude against One who cared 
not to defend Himself! Where did they take Him? Into 
the common hall. 

How many today want to deny Him the throne, but 
place Him in the common court? Too many. He is not 
the King, but one whom they would rob of His virgin 
birth, His sinless life, His power to perform miracles, 
and His sacrificial death. 


ECHO 3 
Watch them as they strip Him of His own garments 
and place on Him the robe of another, disguising Him 
in the clothes of a sinful man. How many today, by their 
doctrine and the life they live, are trying to disguise 
Christ and His true doctrine? Look at the modernist and 
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his doctrine! See if you can find the Master and His 
atoning blocd. Then take a look at the so-called “I-must- 
sin-every-day Christian.” If Christ be in such, certainly 
He must be so disguised that He can’t be found. See 
some so-called “holiness people in their loose way of 
living.” If Jesus the Lord be there, He is so well hidden 
that their neighbor never sees Him, to be convicted of his 
life, to turn to Him. 
ECHO 4 


After crucifying Him, they part His garments and cast 
lots for them. Then see them as they sit down to watch 


Him there. How many people today do you see sitting 


around churches, radio programs, and Christian people, 
yet they are unsaved and doing nothing about it? When 
you ask them to surrender their lives to Christ, they 
answer, “Not now!” But, “O yes, I do plan to. I am just 
waiting and watching!” Almost all jobs that accomplish 
anything require motivation in some channel. But how 
many today are waiting for Christ to do everything, 
while they do nothing? He has done everything that is 
essential to your salvation except your turning to Him. 
Don’t sit idly by and let His death mean nothing to you. 


ECHO 5 

Now listen to those who are passing by, wagging their 
heads, fulfilling the prophecies of David. Psalm 22: 
“Laughing him to scorn and shooting out their lips.” 
Laughing at His saving grace! Making fun of His testi- 
mony before the people! Mocking His power to save fallen 
man from his pit of corruption! Do you ever hear folks 
today, when you talk about His power to save from the 
penalties and powers of sin, deny in unbelief and laugh 
at your simple faith in Him? Surely it is easy to see the 
same sinful spirit of unbelief and mockery living in the 
hearts of unregenerated men.

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ee FAITH TO THE Nth DEGREE

monly used, but one will be surprised to find that 

many are not aware of its mathematical origin. 
The nth degree formula stimulates interest, for with this 
tool man can take a series of numbers and approach in- 
finity. 

Faith approaches God, who is the Infinite, in the same 
manner. In other words, our faith in Christ varies all 
the way from unbelief to ultimate perfection. The teach- 
ing that everyone, saint and sinner, has faith in God has 
been advanced by some. One also hears the old statement 
“either you have it or you don’t.” The writer contends 
that both of these theories are false, and he will offer, 
instead, based on scripture, that persons have degrees of 
faith. 

Zero faith! “But without faith it is impossible to please 
him .. .,” Hebrews 11:6a. The implication here is that 
not all are pleasing God. Quite obviously, “without faith” 
provokes divine displeasure. But let us consider another 
scripture before we draw a conclusion on the above. 

“And he marvelled because of their unbelief . . ., 
Mark 6:6a. One will easily recognize these words as being 
connected with the return visit of Christ to Nazareth. 

Close examination of these passages will reveal that a 
person can be in a faithless state. “Without faith” and 
“unbelief” equal a faith-vacuum, or zero faith. 

Little faith! “And he saith unto them, Why are ye 
fearful, O ye of little faith?” Matthew 8:26a. Christ ut- 
tered this rebuke to His disciples after He had performed 
one of His most dramatic miracles—that of bespeaking 
peace to an angry sea. 

This example has advanced us a few digits in spiritual 
progression. In the words of our Lord, this stage of faith 
is further substantiated. “O thou of little faith, where- 
fore didst thou doubt?” Matthew 14:31b. When Peter 
walked the water, he possessed faith which touched per- 
fection. The writer has seen numerous paintings of Peter 
with his hand outstretched as he sinks, but the author 
longs to see a portrayal of the rock apostle as “he walked 
on the water, to go to Jesus.” 

This scene resembles current healings that are ap- 
parently complete, but then doubt enters the believer’s 
mind, and his symptoms return. Thus he cries, as Peter 
did, “Lord, save me.” The Lord, being merciful, stretches 
forth His hand and touches the one of little faith to 
renew His healing. 

Although Peter started to sink, he still had faith, for 
he believed that the Christ would rescue him when he 
prayed, “Lord, save me.” Jesus credits this apostle with 
having “little faith” in this particular experience. 

If a person would approach mathematical infinity, he 
must apply the rules of the science diligently yet persis- 
tently. The same is true of a Christian who desires to 
increase his faith. He must sincerely enact the Scrip- 
tures. “Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God,” Romans 10:17. “Be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only .. .,” James 1:23. One must have 
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complete confidence that what God has promised, He is 
able also to perform, according to Romans 4:21. 

Great faith! Jesus honored the nth degree of faith in 
at least two cases. Take the case of the daughter of the 
Syrophenician woman. Here is a girl who “is grievously 
vexed with a devil.” The mother’s unwavering belief 
moved Christ to say, “O woman, great is thy faith: be it 
unto thee even as thou wilt. And her daughter was made 
whole from that very hour,” Matthew 15:28. 

Perhaps the most outstanding example of faith found 
in the Gospels is revealed in a Roman centurion. This 
commander of a hundred soldiers says to Christ, ‘Lord, 
my servant lieth home sick of the palsy, grievously tor- 
mented. And Jesus saith unto him, I will come and heal 
him. The centurion answered and said, Lord, I am not 
worthy that thou shouldest come under my roof: but 
speak the word only, and my servant shall be healed. For 
I am a man under authority, having soldiers under me: 
and I say to this man, Go, and he goeth: and to another, 
Come, and he cometh; and to my servant, Do this, and 
he doeth it. When Jesus heard it, he marvelled, and said 
to them that followed, Verily I say unto you, I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel. ... And Jesus 
said unto the centurion, Go thy way; and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee. And his servant was 
healed in the selfsame hour,” Matthew 8:8-10, 13. 

We have seen three degrees of faith—unbelief, little 
faith, and great faith. This last degree should be the ul- 
timate aim of every believer. Remember Christ said, “I 
have not found so great faith, no, not in Israel.” 

The apostle Paul beautifully summarizes the Old Testa- 
ment giants of faith in the eleventh chapter of Hebrews 
from which we gain much inspiration. The writer will 
not list these heroes here since they are already well 
recorded. Instead, let us salute (with the reader’s per- 
mission, we will borrow the apostle’s prepositional phrase 
by faith) some New Testament characters who are emi- 
nent in faith: 

By faith four men lowered a paralytic through a roof, 
and when Christ saw their faith, He said, “Arise, and 
take up thy bed, and go thy way into thine house.” 

By faith a woman with an issue of blood wedged her 
way through a crowd and touched His garment, and the 
Master told her, “Daughter, thy faith hath made thee 
whole; go in peace, and be made whole.” 

By faith blind Bartimaeus cried, “Jesus, thou son of 
David, have mercy on me,” to whom Christ responded, 
“Go thy way; thy faith hath made thee whole.” 

By faith a nobleman of Capernaum pled, “Sir, come 
down ere my child die,” and to him Jesus replied, “Go thy 
way, thy son liveth.” 

By faith Peter and John took a lame man “by the 
right hand, and lifted him up: and immediately his feet 
and ankle bones received strength.” 

By faith Stephen when he was stoned to death, 
“kneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not 
this sin to their charge. And when he had said this, he 
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fell asleep.” 

By faith Peter said to Aeneas, “Jesus Christ maketh 
thee whole: arise, and make thy bed. And he arose im- 
mediately.” Again by faith Peter “put them all forth, 
kneeled down, and prayed; and turning to the (dead) 
body said, Tabitha, arise. And she opened her eyes: and 
when she saw Peter, she sat up.” 

By faith an impotent man of Lystra obeyed when Paul 
“said with a loud voice, Stand upright on thy feet. And 
he leaped and walked.” 

By faith Paul said to an evil spirit who possessed a 
damsel, “I command thee in the name of Jesus Christ 
to come out of her. And he came out the same hour.” 

By faith, when Eutychus “fell down from the third 
loft, and was taken up dead, Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing him, said, Trouble not yourselves; 
for his life is in him.” 

Since we are not trying tc exhaust the New Testament 
greats in faith, let us conclude by saying, “To possess the 
nth degree of faith is to please the Lord.”

ECHO 6 

It is easy to see Echo 6 in our scene. Carefully observe 
the chief priest, scribes, elders, all rulers, and supposed 
spiritual leaders. Watch them singing out with the people 
the same blasphemous accusations, following the crowd, 
and trying to gain popularity at the expense of His suf- 
fering. Men-pleasers instead of God-pleasers! Now lift 
your eyes from Calvary to your neighborhood. Can’t you 
easily see some who should be leaders as they bend and 
sway to the desires of the people? Hear the ministers who 
preach to please their congregations, who are not a voice 
for God but an echo of some demoniacal champion, and 
who have messages of so little power they fail to arouse 
the sleeping sinner or disturb him on his swift flight 
to hell. 


ECHO 7 

Now let us look at the last echo in this series. We have 
seen the crowd as they laughed and waited. We have 
watched the ministers as they gloated in victory, al- 
though it was false and momentary, yet see how influ- 
ential they were. 

Two others were dying that day, two who were deep 
in sin without hope. Listen to Matthew as he tells us, in 
verse 44, that the thieves cast the same in His teeth. 
Thank God, one of them saw the difference in time, but 
the other died in his sins. 

Here is a picture of how influential surrounding con- 
ditions may be and how far-reaching the ministry may 
be. A man dying, but yet mocking Christ because others 
did. Undoubtedly, this thief was led to hell by the minis- 
try. Can’t you see this echo abroad in the land today? Not 
long ago I was asked to serve on a committee, with whom 
I did attend one meeting before my resignation, of the 
Ceuncil of Churches, to set up a pastors’ special school 
of three or four days at the University of Michigan. In 
selecting the speakers and faculty, it was suggested by 
one member that we invite Billy Graham to speak at 
least once in interest of evangelism. At this suggestion, 
round the committee table like a chain reaction there 
went protests of this nature, “He is too spiritual”; “That 
would please the fundamentalist too much”; “If he is in- 
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vited, count me out”; etc. 

It is my conviction that this spirit of sin and unbelief 
in the hearts of some ministers is the cause of many 
sinners dying without God, rejecting His Son. 

Is your life serving as an echo of those that condemn?

29, “The woman then left her waterpot, and went her 
way into the city, and saith to the men, Come, see a man, 
which told me all things that ever I did: is not this the 
Christ?” Yes, when they become acquainted with this 
wonderful Christ they will be convinced, like Zacchaeus 
of old, that He knew which limb in the tree he was parked 
on, and that He knew also what his secret sins were. 
When we are willing to come down and accept Him, 
confessing our sins, He is willing to go home with us to 
abide. 

It is true, He is willing to turn our lives into lives of 
happiness and our homes into places of peace and con- 
tentment. I trust that all of us will endeavor henceforth 
to MAKE OURSELVES ALL THINGS TO ALL MEN WITH 
THE HOPE OF SAVING SOME FROM ETERNAL DE- 
SPAIR.

believe is repulsive to honest men and is condemned by 
God, for He tells us in Titus 2:8, “Sound speech, that 
cannot be condemned.” 

Not only is it necessary to speak kind words, it is also 
necessary not to lend our ears to unkind or malicious 
words that are being spoken. Romans 6:13, “Neither yield 
ye your members as instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin; but yield yourselves unto God, as those that are alive 
from the dead, and your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God.” Refuse to listen to gossip and 
soon the gossiper will cease. Psalm 19:14, “Let the words 
of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be ac- 
ceptable in thy sight, O Lord, my strength, and my re- 
deemer.” 

Speak Gently

Speak gently: let no harsh words mar

to be transmitted to succeeding generations is by its 
faithful proclamation in word and deed to each youth 
of the present generation. 

The Word of God is our weapon of warfare against 
the enemy of our souls. Jesus met His great temptation 
with, “It is written.” I am told that a soldier must know 
every part of his gun. He must know how to assemble it 
in the dark as well as in the light. It is his weapon, and 
he must be acquainted with its workings. So must every 
Christian make the right use of the Word of God. No 
soldier would be required to go to battle without some 
preparation. Likewise no Christian is qualified to stand 
against the wiles of the devil without being equipped with 
a knowledge of God’s Word. Paul told young Timothy to 
study to show himself approved a workman unto God. 
David said, “Thy Word have I hid in mine heart that I 
might not sin against Thee.” Jesus’ words are imperish- 
able; they can be depended on. His words are life-giving. 
If you are in want, it is because you have not pressed 
your claim to God. Once when the multitudes were leav- 
ing Jesus, He looked at His disciples and said, “Will ye 
also go away?” Peter said, “Lord, to whom shall we go? 
Thou hast the words of eternal life.” The more we feast 
on His Word, the more we will be fortified against evil. 

Joshua counselled the children of Israel to love the 
Lord. This was his farewell address to them. He was 
ready to enter his eternal inheritance. His armor must 
be laid down, but the work of God must go on. So Joshua 
exhorts them to cleave to the Lord. Every victory Israel 
ever won was due to keeping connection with God. Every 
battle they ever lost was due to drifting away from God. 
The same is true today. We may have many things that 
are pleasing, but unless we are in connection with God 
we will fail in the end. It is possible to be scholarly and 
enthusiastic, yet destitute of the deep joy and satisfaction 
that comes from a manifestation of God to the loving 
heart. It is love, not knowledge that has a place for God 
in the life of a person. Love for God is greater in His 
sight than any works we may do. He who loves the Lord 
will live in the continual comforting presence of God. 


AN AGED CHRISTIAN lay dying in Edin- 
burgh. A friend called to say farewell. The dying man 
said, “I have had three other visitors today. With two of 
them I parted, but with the third I shall be forever.” 
The friend said, “Who were they?” The man answered, 
“The first was Faith. I said, ‘Good-bye, Faith. I thank 
God for your company ever since I first trusted Christ, 
but now I am going where faith is lost in sight.’ Then 
came Hope. ‘Farewell, Hope,’ I cried. ‘You have helped 
me in many an hour of battle and distress, but now I 
shall not need you, for I am going where hope passes 
into fruition.’ Last of all came Love. I said, ‘Love, you 
have, indeed, been my friend; you have linked me with 
God and my fellow men. You have comforted me and 
gladdened all my pilgrimage. I cannot leave you behind. 
You must come with me through the gates into the city 
of God, for love is perfected in heaven.’ ” 

The love of God can be perfected only in the heart 
where love answers to love. Love is the greatest of all 
graces. It is the greatest because it is the choicest as 
well as the first fruit of the Spirit. It is impossible to 
keep His Word and grow under His teaching unless there 
is in us a growing love and devotion to Christ. Love, like 
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Christ, came from all eternity and will go on through 
eternity. There comes an end to all that we do and pos- 
sess in this world. Let us be diligent to keep our hearts 
right with God, and His love can reign supreme. In John 
14:23, Jesus says, “. . . If a man love me, he will keep 
my words; and my Father will love him, and we will 
come unto him and make our abode with him.” 

God chose Israel to come out from among the nations 
that surrounded them in order that they might be a pe- 
culiar people unto Himself. Joshua told them if they 
made any alliance with the heathen nations, those 
people would become a thorn to the Israelites. Joshua 
23:12, 13, “Else if ye do in any wise go back and cleave 
unto the remnant of these nations, even these that re- 
main among you, and shall make marriages with them 
and go in unto them and they to you; know for a cer- 
tainty that the Lord your God will no more drive out 
any of these nations from before you; but they shall 
be snares and traps unto you, and scourges in your sides 
and thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off this 
good land which the Lord your God hath given you.” 

Christians today must be a separated people. We are 
in the world but not of the world. We are to shine as 
lights for God. Watch yourself for the world doesn’t love 
you. Remember the world caresses before it crushes. A 
man that depends on this world, forgetting God and the 
welfare of his soul, is headed for destruction. As Chris- 
tians, we are citizens of heaven, and we should live so as 
to honor that citizenship. Worldly, sensual pleasures are 
false and deceitful. Let us be sure our delights include 
the presence of God and His commands. A man once said, 
“The roses of pleasure seldom last long enough to adorn 
the brow of him who plucks them; and they are the only 
roses which do not retain their sweetness after they have 
lost their beauty.” We are in the greatest battle the 
world has ever known—the battle of sin against holiness, 
the devil against God. The Christian must remember 
that our warfare is not literal but spiritual, and it will 
take faith in God to win the victory. 

God has the power needed to keep us safe from the 
evil one. What comfort there is in this knowledge! How 
often the weary pilgrim is beset by temptation from the 
devil. It may be you have almost come to despair. But 
take heart, there is victory ahead. 1 Peter 1:5, “Kept by 
the power of God.” The Greek word translated “kept” 
is borrowed from the camp. It conveys the conception 
of an armed force, employed in sentry or escort duty, 
surrounding their ward and interposing a wall of en- 
closure and defense. Thus does the divine power sur- 
round the saints as a bodyguard during their sojourn 
in this perilous world. God is not only our exceeding 
great reward, but our shield as well. A shepherd is ex- 
posed to the rough country, beasts, robbers, and other 
perils in order to protect his sheep. So, the presence of 
God is the saints’ protection. There will be strife and 
temptation without, but God will keep us from evil if we 
trust in Him. 


HOLINESS is God’s standard for all people. 
Youth cannot be excused simply because they are young. 
The cry of holiness rings throughout the Bible. A holy 
God demands a holy people. This is certainly an age of 
confusion; yet, we are told to be sober-minded. Many 
voices are clamoring for our attention, but we are safe 
if we keep our hearts filled with the presence of God. 
Eastern fashions suggest the figure of the girt loins. In 
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the East, the loose, flowing robes suit the climate; how- 
ever, they would hamper the pilgrim warrior or wrestler. 
When the Israelites were expecting the summons for the 
exodus, they stood with their loins girt, around the tables 
where the paschal lamb lay, ready to move at a mo- 
ment’s notice. So should the loins of our minds be girt, 
ready for a summons from God to our eternal home. 

Not only do we have protection from our adversary 
during our stay here, but we have an inheritance re- 
served for us in heaven. When we are born into the royal 
family of God, we begin to enjoy our Christian heritage; 
but in this world we enjoy only the first fruits. A child 
does not receive his inheritance until he comes to a cer- 
tain age, so the Christian will not receive his full benefits 
until he gets to heaven. Let us keep our eyes heaven- 
ward, our ears tuned to the divine summons, for our 
rapture may take place at any moment now. It is said 
that if a Swiss soldier is in a strange land and hears the 
rude melody which gathers the cows back from the pas- 
tures, he is so filled with longings for the homeland that 
he will cast down his sword, tear off his foreign livery, 
renounce his claims for wages, in order to hurry back to 
his mountain home. Such should be the attitude of the 
Christian awaiting the call from his Father in heaven. 
Time is fast running out. Watch, for you know not the 
hour when the call may come. 

After Joshua delivered his address to the Israelites, 
the people declared they would serve the Lord. Joshua 


set up a great stone as a memorial of this covenant. If 
they should forget what was done, this stone would serve 
as a remembrance and be a witness against them. Then 
Joshua dismissed the people and allowed every one to go 
to his respective place. His charge to the younger genera- 
tion was over, and it was up to them to obey the Lord 
and cleave to Him. 

Young people, keep your eyes on heavenly things. There 
are heights to be accomplished for God that are worth 
fighting for. You may continue to be an ordinary Chris- 
tian if you want to, but it is not because you must. There 
is a place for you in the mountain peaks if you but seek 
it. The devil knows that to gain a person in his youth is 
to bend them to his will in manhood. One of his chief 
devices is to deceive young people in their formative 
years. A person reflects in his life those things that took 
place in his early life. You are never too young to sur- 
render your will to God. 

A minister once told his young people to talk to God 
for fifteen minutes every day, to read their Bibles fifteen 
minutes a day, and then to talk to someone else about 
the Lord fifteen minutes a day. This is certainly good 
advice today. Only he who waxes strong and steadily 
perseveres may ever hope to scale the mountain tops for 
God. The downward task is an easy one, but it will take 
perseverance to travel the narrow road that leads to the 
celestial city of God. God needs youth to fill in the ranks 
for Him. Will you be one of that number?

OF YOUTH IN LOS ANGELES 

LOS ANGELES, California (EP) — 
If opinion polls are valid measuring 
sticks, teenagers apparently believe 
that the use of narcotics is youth’s 


greatest } pong at present. A recent 
survey of more than 1,000 youths be- 
tween 12 and 21, conducted by the 
Teen-Age Advisory Subcommittee of 
the Los Angeles County Youth Com- 
mittee, shows that this problem hov- 
ered largest in their horizon. 

This is in contrast with the results 
of a national survey of problems, com- 
piled by the National Midcentury 
Committee for Children and Youth in 
which more than 6,000 teen-agers were 
pa nationally. The No. 1 problem 

the national poll was draft and the 
threat of war. The local poll showed 
this problem to be ninth in importance 
on the list. Second in importance on 
both the national and county list was 
unhappy relationships between father 
and mother. 

In order, other ranking problems 
named in the local poll were these: 
Developing heaithy attitude about sex, 
finding the ery job, use of alcohol, 
finding the right boy or girl, responsi- 
ble dow | of automobile, being mis- 
understood by parents, lack of respect 
for property rights of others, racial 
discrimination, lack of good opportun- 
ities for recreation, lack of close 
friends of own age, lack of good homes 
suitable for friends, religious discrim- 
ination, religious uncertainties and 
difficulties in school. 

Considered of least importance as 
problems were exclusion from civic 
affairs because of age, general dis- 
satisfaction with the community, pres- 
sure to conform to conventional be- 
havior, no chance to handle personal 
funds, lack of good clothes and lack 
of automobile or television. Youth ap- 
parently places less emphasis on ma- 
terial possessions and more on prob- 
— y health, both physical and 
mental.
